市 场 上 介绍 单词 记忆 法 或 是 词汇 学 习 方 法 的 书 可 谓 箭 拾 尼 是 , 提 到 的 万 法 又 是 林林总总 五 花 八 门 ， 
词根 词 绥 法 、 联 想 记 忆 法 等 等 ,不 一 而 足 。 有 没有 一 种 更 有 趣 更 有 将 的 学 习 词 汇 的 万 法 呢 ? 在 此 我 们 
谱 把 美国 大 学 生 中 用 得 最 多 最 广 的 一 大 词汇 学 习 俭 书 推介 给 大 家 。 

该 丛书 由 美国 Townsend Press 出 版 ， 我 社 原 版 引进 ， 并 根据 中 国学 习 者 特点 做 了 些 改编 。 与 时 下 
图 书 介 绍 的 单词 记忆 方法 不 同 ， 该 丛书 的 作者 们 倡导 的 是 根据 认 知 原理 ， 通 过 积极 学 习 (active 
learning) 来 娄 悉 掌握 单词 的 方法 。 上 有 具体 步 又 是 : 首先 ， 作 者 把 要 介绍 的 8 个 或 者 10 个 生词 置 于 两 道 
练习 题 中 , 让 学 习 者 通过 语 境 , 利用 单词 所 在 上 下 文中 的 例证 、 同 义 词 、 反 义 词 等 线索 ,推测 (infer) 
或 是 猜测 (guess) 生词 的 意义 。 其 次 ,就 是 通过 大 量 的 、 反 复 的 、 多 类 型 的 练习 ， 帮 助 学 习 者 由 推测 
或 猜测 词义 ， 通 过 搭配 练习 (matching words with definitions) 来 识别 词义 (identify each word'?s 

”Imeaning) ， 通 过 完成 机 子 、 同 义 、 反 义 或 是 类 比 (analogy) 关系 选择 以 及 完 形 填 空 竺 练习 ,让 学 习 者 
不 断 接触 该 生词 并 在 各 种 场合 中 不 断 运 用 它 , 从 而 达到 理解 、 巩 固 、 掌 握 并 最 终 自 然而 然 地 记忆 单词 
的 目的 。 在 整个 过 程 中 ， 学 习 者 是 一 个 积极 主动 的 参与 者 ， 而 不 是 一 个 被 动 的 记忆 者 。

”Recognlzling that basic Students often have ditficulty processlng long sentences and 
Paragraphs, we have kept sentence structure uncomplicated and paragraphs brietf， 


。Whenever a word Has multple meanings (for example, delicate, meaning“easlly broken” or 
“Tequiring care and Skill )，we use the meaning that basic students are most likely to 
encounter and thus find helpful. (In thls case, the meaning“easily broken ”1s the one we USe.) 


* Many baslc students have difticujty wlth verbs: they have trouble remembering the correct 
form of the third-person singular in the present tense and the correct endings of the past and 
Progresslve tenses. Their tendency ls to omit, respectively, the -y, -ed and -18g endings. For 
example,， when adding a new verb, Such as 77sist to their vocabulary, they will often write 
(and Sometlmes Say),“*My friend always siSst 工 drnive when we go out，“#Last night，[ 
173SIS that we buy a new radio” and *T got tired of 28sisf that my kids clean thelr rooms. ”So 
In the“Eight Words In Context ”sectlon, whenever a new word is a verb, we Usually provide 
the verb s base form (zszsb in the first sentence and the third-person SIngular present tense， 
past tense，OTr progresslve form ln Subsequent sentences. ITIhrough repeated exposure， 
students become familiar with the correct way to form verbs.
